There are proposals 
at Cosmeston for 
576 houses on land 
overlooking the sea, 
which is owned by the 
Welsh Government. 
There are also a further 
145 houses in the local 
development plan 
(LDP) earmarked for 
Oak Court in lower 
Penarth. 

The group says that 
in other parts of the 
UK, developers have 
paid all or a large part 
of new infrastructure 
costs. It points out that 
in Bognor Regis, devel¬ 
opers built 800 homes 
but also funded a relief 
road with a walkway 
and cycle lane.

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‘Questions need to be 
answered on incinerator 
planning process’ - AM 


AN Assembly Member 
says the Welsh 
Government and Vale 
planning department 
have questions to 
answer because an 
environmental impact 
assessment (EIA) should 
have taken place before 
planning was granted on 
the controversial Barry 
Biomass plant. 

Andrew RT Davies’s 
comments coincided with 
the Docks Incinerator Action 
Group (DIAG) writing to the 
First Minister to ask him to 
quash planning permission. 

In a statement to AMs 
recently, the Welsh 
Government said it had 
identified a “potential breach” 
at the plant. It confirmed 
the ‘breach’ related to the 
planning application approved 
in July 2015 and whether it 
should have been subjected to 
an EIA. 

Mr Davies, who is a 
councillor for Rhoose as well 
as an AM, said: “Residents 
place their trust in the plan¬ 
ning system to look after our 


community, but it is clear they 
cannot have any confidence in 
it at all. 

“Both the Welsh Labour 
Government and the Vale 
planning department have 
serious questions to answer, 
because it seems an EIA 
should have been undertaken 
before permission was 
granted. 

“This is not a minor 
issue, and it is unbelievable 
that such an error could be 
allowed to happen. 

“Let me be clear, the entire 
system has let residents down. 
Someone needs to be held 
to account, since it is clear 
serious failings may have 
occurred.” 

DIAG has written to the 
First Minister Mark Drakeford 
and demanded that the nature 
of the potential breach be 
revealed, adding “the correct 
method of remedying the 
breach is to quash the plan¬ 
ning permission”. 

The GEM approached the 
Welsh Government and Vale 
Council for their responses 
to the points made by Mr 
Davies. 


A Welsh Government 
spokesman said: “No conclu¬ 
sion has been made regarding 
the possible failure to properly 
apply the Town and Country 
Planning (Environmental 
Impact Assessment) (England 
and Wales) Regulations 1999. 

“The intention is, following 
public consultation on 
collated information on 
the environmental impact 
provided by the developer, 
that the Welsh Ministers will 
consider what, if any, further 
action is required.” 

Marcus Goldsworthy, Vale 
of Glamorgan Council Head 
of Regeneration and Planning, 
said that any reference 
to a potential breach was 
“premature”. 

He said: “The May 
15 statement by Welsh 
Government does not confirm 
the need or otherwise for 
an Environmental Impact 
Assessment (EIA) for either 
the previously determined 
application or the one still 
before the council. 

“It instead advises that 
Welsh Gover nm ent continue 
to deliberate this matter in the 


light of relevant considera¬ 
tions. The council therefore 
considers that any reference to 
a potential breach of regula¬ 
tions is premature, especially 
given that in July 2015, when 
asked to call in the decision 
on the need for an EIA, the 
Welsh Government concluded 
that a screening direction by 
the Welsh Minister is not 
required. 

“Given the above, notwith¬ 
standing the comments of 
Cllr Andrew RT Davies, the 
council is content that it fol¬ 
lowed the correct procedure 
in dealing with both of these 
applications with regard to the 
need or otherwise for an EIA. 

“Nevertheless, the council 
would welcome Welsh 
Government clarification 
on this situation and also a 
conclusion to deliberations 
over the need or otherwise for 
an EIA as quickly as possible. 
After all, it has been 15 
months since a statement indi¬ 
cated they were ‘minded’ to 
advise that one was required.”

Service, Safer Vale Partnership, Vale 
Council, Penarth Town Council, 
Cardiff and Vale Health Board, The 
Switched On Team, St Cyres School, 
Stanwell School and local licensees. 

CAPs aim to reduce the sale of 
alcohol to young people, advise on 
the dangers of drinking and provide 
alcohol-free activities through youth 
services and local charities. 

Following recent reports of groups 
of young people drinking in the town 
centre, Penarth police officers have 
carried out surveys with local schools 
and residents. The data showed that 
only 15 per cent of the 16 and 17-year- 
olds surveyed had never consumed 
alcohol and 20 per cent said they drank 
alcohol at least once a week. 

Figures showed that 20 per cent of 
residents who were surveyed said they 
witnessed young people consuming 
alcohol on a weekly basis in the centre 
of Penarth. 

The Chief Inspector for the Vale 
of Glamorgan, Tony Williams, said: 
“The introduction of the CAP will 
complement the work that’s already 
been undertaken by local officers and 


our partners, and hopefully will be a 
great example of police and agencies 
working together effectively, to reduce 
anti-social behaviour and make our 
communities better places to live, work 
and visit. 

“At this time of year with pupils 
finishing their GCSE exams, we do 
tend to see an increase in underage 
drinking and I would urge local parents 
to help us by making sure they know 
where their teenagers are when they 
are out in the evenings. 

“As well as carrying out patrols, 
seizing alcohol and taking action 
against teenagers who persistently 
drink alcohol, we are investigating 
where they are getting the alcohol 
from so that we can take further action 
if necessary. 

“Adults who are found to be buying 
alcohol for under 18s can be fined and 
also risk further prosecution by the 
courts. Licensed premises can also be 
fined and may even lose their licence.” 

The CAP chairman Derek Lewis 
said: “Drinking alcohol at a young 
age brings serious risks to children’s 
health and development and puts them 
in danger of both physical and social 
harm. 

“They are far more likely to injure 
themselves or someone else, engage 
in unsafe sex, fail to reach their poten¬ 
tial at school or engage in anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. CAPs are a tried and 
tested way of driving down underage 
drinking and creating better, safer and 
friendlier neighbourhoods.”

Barry Air Cadets are confronted with 
the darkest days of World War Two 


AIR Cadets 
from 372 (Barry) 
Squadron recently 
experienced a five- 
day trip to Poland. 

The trip started 
with an emotional and 
thought-provoking 
guided tour of 
Auschwitz-Birkenau, 
the symbol of terror and 
genocide. 

The visit started with 
a guided tour of the 
Auschwitz camp in the 
morning, followed by 
the Birkenau camp in 
the afternoon. The cold 
weather during the day 
illustrated the terrible 
conditions which the 
prisoners of the camps 
had to endure. 

The cadets visited 
Block 11, which was a 
‘prison within a prison’, 
where violators of 
the rules were cruelly 
punished in ‘standing’ 
or ‘starvation’ cells. The 
cadets also saw some of 
the victims’ belongings, 
including suitcases, 
shoes and human hair. 

The afternoon tour 
to the Birkenau exter¬ 
mination camp put into 
perspective murder on 
an industrial scale. The 
cadets saw the prisoner 
barracks, the unloading 
platform (ramp) where 
the process of selection 
took place - the point 


at which prisoners were 
chosen to work or were 
immediately killed in 
the gas chambers. 

Cadet Mel Bradshaw 
said: “It was very 
hard to understand the 
cruelty which occurred 
at the Auschwitz and 
Birkenau camps.” 

Cadet Chloe Thomas 
said: “I found the 
Auschwitz and Birkenau 
tours very emotional 
and it is very hard to 
understand what hor¬ 
rible events took place 
there.” 

The cadets also 
visited the Kosciuszko 
mound with magnificent 
views of Krakow and 
the Vistula river. They 
visited the Wieliczka 
salt mine with statues, 
chapels and an entire 
cathedral all carved out 
of the rock salt. 

They visited the 
Polish Aviation museum 
with Russian military 
aircraft as well as a 
Spitfire, Harrier and 
Tiger Moth aircraft. The 
cadets also had time to 
explore the Kazimierz 
Jewish district of 
Krakow. 

Officer Commanding 
372 Squadron, 

Squadron Leader Jason 
Horton, concluded: 
“Seeing at first hand the 
place where over a mil¬ 
lion people were killed

Barry teenagers sentenced 
to 19 years in detention 
following “vicious assa ult”

TWO Barry 
teenagers who 
attacked three 
men - leaving one 
fighting for his life 
- were sentenced 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court last week to 
a total of 19 years 
in detention. 

Ian Huggins (18) and 
a 17-year-old, who can¬ 
not be named for legal 
reasons, each pleaded 
guilty to three counts of 
wounding with intent. 
The 17-year-old was 
sentenced to 10 years 
and Huggins was sen¬ 
tenced to nine years and 
three months in a young 
offenders’ institution. 

The teenagers 
assaulted their victims 
in the early hours of 
January 23, in North 
Walk, Barry. 

All three victims, 
aged 23 to 27, were 
known to their 
assailants and received 
treatment in hospital for 
their injuries. 

One of the victims, a 
23-year-old man, was 
placed in a medically 
induced coma having 
sustained a number of 
puncture wounds, one 


of which had penetrated 
his heart. 

In a personal victim 
statement, the 23-year- 
old victim said he still 
had no memory of the 
attack. 

The court heard that 
the assault took place 
following a collision 
between a silver Ford 
Focus containing the 
defendants and a blue 
Ford Focus containing 
the victims. 

The 23-year-old 
victim got out of the 
car and was stabbed 
multiple times by the 
defendants leaving him 
with life-threatening 
injuries which required 
major surgery. The 
defendants then turned 
their attention to those 
inside the car where 
they attacked the other 
two victims. 

The 26-year-old man 
suffered cuts to his head 
and the 27-year-old man 
sustained injuries to his 
hand and left side of his 
body. They were able 
to escape their attackers 
following which the 
defendants set the inte¬ 
rior of one of the cars 
alight before driving 
away in the other. 


The pair were quickly 
arrested and a bladed 
keyring and two knives 
were recovered from 
subsequent searches. 

During the sentenc¬ 
ing, Judge Eleri Rees 
told the defendants 
that whatever the 
provocation they faced, 
both of them went on 
the offensive and there 
was no justification for 
the level of violence 
used against the three 
victims. Judge Rees also 
made it clear to the two 
defendants that it was 
fortunate for them that 


the 23-year-old victim 
had pulled through and 
it was no exaggeration 
that he almost died. 

Detective Inspector 
Simon Morgan, of 
Barry CID, said: “This 
was a vicious assault 
which could have easily 
led to a man losing 
his life. But for a few 
millimetres, this would 
have been a murder 
investigation. I hope the 
sentences provide some 
closure for the victims 
and their families. 

“The positive 
response from the 


community throughout 
our investigation has 
been crucial in securing 
these sentences. I would 
also like to thank the 
team at Barry CID, and 
in particular the officer 
in the case, for their 
hard work in ensuring 
the convictions of these 
two violent individuals 
and keeping the com¬ 
munities of Barry safe.” 

He added: “South 
Wales Police is com¬ 
mitted to tackling knife 
crime and robustly deal¬ 
ing with those involved 
in such criminality. We 
hope these significant 
sentences send out 
a strong message to 
anyone considering 
carrying or using a 
knife for criminal 
purposes to think of the 
consequences. 

“We would urge any¬ 
one with any informa¬ 
tion regarding the use 
or carrying of knives 
to contact us via 101 
or call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 
555 111.”

VALE MP Alun Cairns says 
the Government is putting 
together an industrial strategy 
that will serve the interests of 
Wales. 

The Welsh Secretary said in the 
Commons he has been working closely 
with Cabinet colleagues and the Welsh 
Government to ensure that Wales ben¬ 
efits from it. He said the Government 
has already delivered a number of 
projects in Wales, with the country 
receiving £90 million from the indus¬ 
trial strategy challenge fund.

avoid problems if they later lose mental 
capacity. 

It means making a Lasting Power of Attorney 
(LPA) on the latest version of the forms. A Lasting 
Power of Attorney is a legal document that enables 
one person to make decisions on behalf of another. 

There are two types of LPA: financial and 
welfare. Financial LPAs enable a person to act on 
behalf of another if, for example, they are ill or 
disabled and cannot act for themselves. 

A welfare LPA enables a person to act on behalf 
of another if that person does not have the mental 
capacity to act for themselves, for example, in the 
case of a severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it may be necessary for family 
members to apply to the Court of Protection for 
authority. This can be a distressing and lengthy 
process and is far more expensive than making an 
LPA. 

Once all parties have signed the LPA, they must 
then be registered with the Office of the Public 
Guardian before they can be used.

Census tells 
us there are 
15,575 people in the 
Vale caring for an 
ill, frail or disabled 
family member or 
friend. 

These people are 
‘carers’ but they would 
probably say: “I’m just 
being a husband, a wife, 
a mum, a dad, a son, a 
daughter, a friend or a 
good neighbour.” 

Carers are people 
who provide, or intend 
to provide care for 
an adult or a disabled 
child, whether or not 
the person cared for is 
receiving any social care 
services. The care they 
provide is unpaid. 

People become carers 
under many different 
circumstances. For 
example, you may be 
caring for someone bom 
with a disability or who 


has had an accident that 
left them disabled; they 
may have an illness or 
disease. Their problems 
may be physical or 
mental. They might need 
help because they are 
getting older and frail. 

Carers’ Week is an 
annual campaign to raise 
awareness of caring, 
highlight the challenges 
carers face and recognise 
the contribution they 
make to families and 
communities. It is 
backed by eight major 
charities: the theme for 
2019 is ‘Getting Carers 
Connected’.

I suspect that future historians 
will put the bypass into a context 
somewhere between Theresa 
May’s Brexit and Billy Bunter’s 
postal order.

national living wage (NLW) and be able to prove they are working via their 
earnings. Parents must be earning less than £100,000 each. Further information 
is available regarding parents on maternity/paternity leave, certain types of bene¬ 
fits claimed etc.

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Mystery record 
handed in at 
Oxfam Penarth

- but do you know who they are? 


THE Oxfam shop in Penarth 
has appealed to GEM readers 
to help identify the singing 
duo on a rare record that was 
handed in at the shop. 

The disc in question is an EMI 
acetate disc by ‘Eileen and Glenys’ 
who have written the details of the 
songs on the label. 

The disc contains nine songs fea¬ 
turing the two young women accom¬ 
panying themselves on guitar. It was 
recorded in 1971 or 1972. The style is 
folk and contains songs with a social 
and religious content such as Lord 
of the Dance, Streets of London and 
Family of Man. 

Caroline Mumford, the shop man¬ 
ager, said: “We would love to know 
who Eileen and Glenys were, why and 
where they recorded the songs, how 
many copies they made and if they 
went on to make other records. 

“We think they are probably local to 
the area as all our donations of vinyl 
come from local people. If anyone 
knows who Eileen or Glenys are or 
where they can be contacted, we would 


love to hear from them to help us put 
the record in context. We will let GEM 
readers know if we find out more about 
the record.” 

‘Emidisc’ blank discs were sold to 
disc cutting studios around the world. 
The blank discs were available in vari¬ 
ous sizes for use as master discs for the 
production of records and in 7”, 10” 
and 12” sizes for direct cut discs that 
could be taken home and played on a 
regular turntable. 

Sue Jones, the deputy shop manager, 
added: “This is the first time we have 
had an Emidisc donated since the shop 
began to stock more vinyl five years 
ago. Since then the shop has built up 
a reputation for selling good quality 
second hand vinyl records at fair prices 
and we have a wide range of regular 
customers. Our main problem is find¬ 
ing enough vinyl for our customers 
to buy!”

Utilities company revamps 
Ty Hafan distribution centre 


THIRTY-THREE employ¬ 
ees from Western Power 
Distribution made light work 
of sorting and storing more 
than 725 bags of donated stock 
for local children’s hospice Ty 
Hafan. 

Over four days, some of the appren¬ 
tices and trainers sorted raw stock into 
the relevant distribution bays while 
other staff improved the newly emp¬ 
tied bays to make better use of the 
existing storage. 

Another team created a shelving 
unit which will make the turnaround of 
stock easier for the shops, and a new 
PAT testing station was built so that 
electrical items could be sorted and 
tested ready for the shelves. 

Darren Berry, one of the trainers 
involved, who also co-ordinated the 
challenge, explained: “Each year, our 
apprentices take on a community pro¬ 
ject and this year we were delighted to 
work with Ty Hafan and make some 
positive changes to the distribution 


centre facilities. 

“The aim of each project is to pro¬ 
vide a valuable resource to a local 
charity while giving the apprentices an 
opportunity to expand their skills, in a 
setting which is often so different to 
their normal work day.” 

‘Amazing’ and ‘spectacular’, were 
just a few of the words used by retail 
distribution manager for Ty Hafan, 
Kevin Shanahan to describe his sur¬ 
prise at what was achieved in just four 
days. 

He said: “It was an absolute pleasure 
to work with the WPD team last week. 
On behalf of Ty Hafan and all the 
families who are supported by our 
services, I cannot thank WPD enough 
for the transformation they have made 
to the warehouse. 

“The sorting of 725 bags of clothes 
into men’s, women’s and children’s 
will mean we can keep replenish¬ 
ing our shops with fresh stock much 
quicker and generate much needed 
income to provide frontline care to 
children and their families.”

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Welfare officer 
checks on ‘large 
number of horses’ 
left in Vale field 


AN official has been to check 
on the welfare of a large num¬ 
ber of horses left on land near 
Aberthaw cement works. 

Last week, members of the public 
contacted The GEM to say they were 
concerned about the welfare of around 
40 horses because they were on land 
that could flood at high tide and there 
was a lack of shelter. 

Andrew RT Davies, AM for South 
Wales Central and councillor for 
Rhoose, also said he was “deeply 
concerned” about the horses and had 
raised concerns with the Vale Council 
and South Wales Police. 

The RSPCA is also aware of the 


situation. 

This week, a Vale Council spokes¬ 
person said: “The council is aware 
that a large number of horses have 
been left on land at the location in 
question. An animal health and welfare 
officer attended the site and established 
that there are no immediate welfare 
concerns. They are also secure and not 
at risk of wandering onto the highway. 

“We are currently investigating the 
matter to establish exactly who owns 
the land and whether they have con¬ 
sented for the horses to be there. If not, 
the council will work with the land- 
owner to consider the most effective 
action to resolve the matter.”

BARRY at War 
patron and Barry 
Tourist Railway 
director, John 
Buxton visited 
northern France 
to take part in the 
75th anniversary 
commemorations 
of the Normandy 
landings. 

He was accompanied 
by his son, Oliver, and 
among the sites they 
visited was the famous 
Pegasus Bridge at 
Benouville. The little 
cafe next to the bridge 
was the first building in 
France to be liberated 
by the Allied Forces 
at 0016hrs on June 6, 
1944. 

A unit of the glider 
infantry, led by 
Major John Howard, 
completely surprised 
the German defenders 
and took Pegasus 
Bridge intact together 
with the nearby Ome 
Bridge. They held both 
bridges until relieved 
by advancing Allied 
Forces. 

John and Oliver 
spent time at Pegasus 
Cafe, part of which 
is a museum to a key 
moment in the Second 
World War. 

John said: “It was 
very moving to be 
present at this iconic 
location and to read 
about the brave deeds of 
the men who prevented 


German armour from 
crossing the bridges and 
attacking the landings 
at the famous ‘Sword 
Beach’. 

“It is important to 
remember those who 
sacrificed their lives 
for our freedom today. 
The United Kingdom 
stood alone against 
the Nazi tyranny and 


our museum located 
at Barry Island Station 
tells the story of the 
contribution Barry made 
in defeating this evil 
regime. Barry played 
a really important role 
in the D-Day landings 
of which every resident 
should be proud’.

Cwm Taf chief 
executive says that 
maternity issues 
have not changed 


THE chief executive of Cwm 
Taf Morgannwg University 
Health Board has said the 
damning report into its mater¬ 
nity services shows “fundamen¬ 
tal cultural and behavioural 
issues have not changed”. 

Allison Williams was speaking at 
the latest board meeting as it discussed 
how to change the culture which led to 
the failings identified in a report from 
the Royal College of Midwives and 
the Royal College of Obstetricians and 
Gynaecologists. 

It revealed a catalogue of failings 
at maternity units in Prince Charles 
Hospital in Merthyr Tydfil and at the 
Royal Glamorgan Hospital, Llantrisant, 
which led the Welsh Government to 
investigate 43 pregnancies. 

The failings included major staff 
shortages, fragmented consultant 
cover, inadequate support for trainee 
and middle-grade doctors and a lack 
of functioning governance and lead¬ 
ership; and since then mothers have 
been sharing their heartbreaking expe¬ 
riences at both hospitals. 

Cwm Taf has recently taken over 
responsibility for the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, Bridgend. At the 
time the above report was compiled, 
the Princess of Wales was run by 
Abertawe Bro Morgannwg. 

The leader of Rhondda Cynon Taf 
council Andrew Morgan has called for 
Ms Williams to consider her position, 
saying he had become increasingly 
concerned about recent events at the 
health board. 

He said due to continuing concerns 
and the inconsistent messages coming 
from the health board, he had lost 
confidence in the body. 

The health board’s maternity ser¬ 
vices are now in special measures and 
the board is receiving targeted support 
from Welsh Government. 

A planned moving of paediatric 
services to Prince Charles Hospital, 
Merthyr, in June has been put off and 
is now likely to take place either at 
the end of this school year in July or 
at the start of the next school year in 
September. 

Ms Williams, speaking the meeting 
in Abercynon, said: “I think it is fair 
to say that we would all recognise that 
this has been the most challenging 
issue this board has ever had to deal 
with and will continue to deal with.” 

She said that one of the most impor¬ 
tant things is to keep the women in 
their thoughts when making decisions. 

“Engagement in the way they want, 
that is responsive to their needs, is 
going to be an absolute priority for 
us if we are going to do something 
sustainable,” she added. 

“We have known for some time 
about the staffing challenges and some 
of the issues associated with the South 
Wales Programme changes and the 
impact on staff of this significant 
change.” 

She said the extent of the “dysfunc- 
tionality” and the wider cultural issues 
have given them the greatest cause for 


concern. 

An independent panel has been set 
up to oversee the health board’s mater¬ 
nity services and the health board is 
drawing up a plan on how it engages 
with women to make sure the changes 
are successful for them. 

Ms Williams said: “Fundamental 
cultural and behavioural issues have 
not changed. If we are going to do 
something that is going to resolve 
this now, then the approach has to be 
different. 

“Having the capacity to deliver is 
going to be critical to our success - we 
are going to need help with this. It is 
going to require a not insignificant 
investment if we are going to do this 
properly. 

“If we are sitting here in a year 
having delivered an action plan and all 
the recommendations but not having 
changed the culture, then we have 
failed the women.” 

She mentioned support would be 
needed financially for communication 
and engagement with people on the 
ground and to address broader con¬ 
fidence issues in the health board’s 
services. 

She said that women will be encour¬ 
aged to talk to their community mid¬ 
wife, help anyone who does not want 
to have their baby in Cwm Taf to have 
it somewhere else, and allow women to 
share their experiences with each other 
to reassure them. 

Board member Keiron Montague 
said he and his colleagues were not 
fully aware of the scale of the issue 
until the publication of the Royal 
College’s report. 

He asked: “How do we fix the link 
between the board and what is going 
on with patients generally? We need to 
look at ourselves as a board and make 
sure we are building that link with 
patients.” 

Another member, Melvin Jehu, 
highlighted it was not factually correct 
that they were aware of the issues, 
which part of the report implies. 

Paul Griffiths, a fellow board mem¬ 
ber, said that in the case of Morecambe 
Bay, a new board was put in place and 
the progress they made was remarka¬ 
ble, but they had a lot of support. 

He said: “I don’t think we should 
underestimate the amount of resources 
needed to put something right.” 

Ms Williams said it was less about 
the money but more about skills and 
capacity. “Targeted intervention and 
special measures will be helpful. I 
am optimistic we will get the support 
we need. 

“I suspect members of the public 
will be less worried about process than 
what is going to make a difference on 
the ground.” 

Other board members said that data 
collection is key and making sure they 
have the right type of data, including 
patient experience, presented in a con¬ 
sistent and understandable way.

Health board defends new 
hospital dispensing service 


THE public service union 
Unison has claimed Cardiff 
and Vale University Health 
Board wants to privatise 
pharmacies in its hospitals. 

The board told The GEM that a 
new service model was designed 
to improve waiting times, enable 
the delivery of medicines closer to 
patients’ homes and release staff 
to do more work in hospital wards. 

Unison said it feared the board 
was rushing into privatisation 
without considering alternatives. 

Unison Cymru Wales head 
of health, Paul Summers, said: 
“Private companies have no place 
in the Welsh NHS. The collapse of 
Carillion shows the private sector 
doesn’t always know best and it is 
not more efficient than the public 
sector. 

“Patient needs will not be the 
first priority for private companies 
focused on generating a profit, 
and privatising pharmacies could 
open the way to wholesale pri¬ 
vatisations of other NHS Wales 
services. This has never been the 


way healthcare workers, the pub¬ 
lic or the Welsh Government want 
our health service to be run. 

“Taxpayers will be paying for 
a service yet money will be going 
into private shareholders’ pockets 
and won’t be reinvested in the 
NHS. 

“Unison wants to work with 
health boards to see how patient 
services can be improved. The 
sensible way forward is for phar¬ 
macies to be retained in-house and 
to recruit more dispensing staff. 

“If health boards say they need 
more money to prevent privatisa¬ 
tion of pharmacies, we will work 
together with them and the Welsh 
health secretary to jointly lobby 
the UK government.” 

A spokesman on behalf of the 
board said there had been ‘posi¬ 
tive feedback’ on the new system: 
“Cardiff and Vale University 
Health Board is proposing deliv¬ 
ering outpatient dispensing with 
an agreed third-party partner. 
By working in collaboration 
and involving our specialist 
pharmacists to provide training 


and input for clinically complex 
prescriptions, the new service 
delivery model will improve 
waiting times, allow the option 
of delivery of medicines closer to 
patients’ homes and release staff 
to patient-facing work in ward 
areas. It also aims to reduce turn¬ 
around times and improve quality 
of communication when patients 
are discharged from hospital. 

“The service transformation 
project has worked closely with 
staff and patient organisations, 
including the Community Health 
Council and trade union represent¬ 
atives, and has received positive 
feedback from all those who have 
been engaged.” 

He added: “The proposed 
change relates to dispensing ser¬ 
vice for outpatients at University 
Hospital Llandough and the 
University Hospital of Wales 
only, and no other existing phar¬ 
macy services are involved.”

Godzilla is King of the Monsters 
in satisfying summer blockbuster 


B ack 
in 2014, 

Godzilla 

showed there was 
an appetite for see¬ 
ing the big monster 
lumbering into 
action. 

The film itself was 
a mixed bag, one of its 
issues being a lack of 
Godzilla action, however 
sequel Godzilla: King 
of Monsters hopes to 
address this. 

With Michael 
Dougherty replacing 
Gareth Edwards in 
the director’s chair, it 
sees monster agency 
Monarch (glimpsed both 
in Godzilla and 2017’s 
Kong: Skull Island) 
battling to stop global 
catastrophe breaking out 
when three huge mon¬ 
sters - Mothra, Rodan 
the three-headed King 
Ghidorah - come alive 
after millions of years of 
laying dormant. 

With the world at 
stake, there’s only one 
thing that Monarch 
can do - find Godzilla 
and hope he can save 
humanity from extinc¬ 
tion in what will be his 
toughest battle yet... 

As thrilling as it was 
to see Godzilla make his 
western cinematic return 


five years ago, there was 
a feeling that, while an 
entertaining film in its 
own right, there was 
more left on the table for 
the mighty creature. 

King of the Monsters 
dials the action up to an 
insane degree (unlike 
Gareth Edwards’ less- 
is-more approach, this 
is an unabashed creature 
punch-up writ large), 
and while it succeeds in 
delivering the kind of 
monster smackdowns 
you would expect, it 
is let down a little by 
humanity. 

The 2014 film was 
criticised for making the 
human element of the 
plot the key ingredient, 
which, saddled with 
underwhelmingly written 
characters, meant that 
when the creatures were 
off-screen, there was a 
lull in proceedings. 

What Michael 
Dougherty does is 
double down on the 
action, while also 
trying to incorporate a 
more compelling plot 
involving eco terrorism, 
familial strife and 
differing perceptions of 
right and wrong. This 
is mainly where the 
film falls down, the plot 
far more complicated 
than it needs to be, with 


characters switching 
beliefs and allegiances 
seemingly mid-scene 
in order drive the story 
forward. 

Thankfully, there is 
a cast who, just about, 
manage to make this 
weakness bearable, with 
Vera Farmiga and Kyle 
Chandler as divorced 
scientists who have 
their own beef with 
Godzilla, and therefore 
differing mentalities 
about what is right and 
wrong, Millie Bobby 
Brown engaging as 
their daughter, with the 
likes of Ken Watanabe, 
Sally Hawkins, Thomas 
Middleditch, O’Shea 
Jackson, Bradley 
Whitford and Charles 
Dance all bringing a 
sheen of class to the 
proceedings regardless 
of the shortcomings of 
the story. 

However frustrating 
the plotting is at times, 
we all know that 
it’s only the loosest

framework on which to 
hang epic monster fights, 
and here Dougherty 
more than earns his com. 

Seeing Godzilla tackle 
some of his most iconic 
rivals (and allies) in a 
Hollywood blockbuster 
is quite a thrill, and 
seeing the likes of King 
Ghidora, Rodan and 
Mothra in action is 


incredibly satisfying. 

While the scale is 
wholly impressive, 
Dougherty gives the 
action scenes enough 
substance to keep the 
plot gears turning while 
not diluting the spectacle 
itself, doing a great job 
of marshalling the ele¬ 
ments to make sure that 
you’re not left flat by 
the action, and crucially 
not scrimping on seeing 
these characters battling 
it out on the big screen. 

There are allusions to 
the great universe that is 
being built (references 
abound to Skull Island, 
with Godzilla scheduled 
to battle Kong in 2020) 
and more than enough 
groundwork is laid 
for more ‘Zilla-only 
adventures, but this isn’t 
a film that feels weighed 
down by allusions to the 
future. 

Instead it’s a simplis¬ 
tic plot away from being 
an incredible blockbuster 
outing; Godzilla’s 


coronation as King of 
the Monsters is a wholly 
worthy and entertaining, 
one, perfect for summer 
watching. 

VERDICT: A film 
that doesn’t scrimp on 
scale and spectacle, the 
only thing that lets down 
Godzilla: King of the 
Monsters is some frus¬ 
trating and overly-com¬ 
plicated plotting that 
takes the sheen off what 
is otherwise a superb 
action blockbuster. 

Director Michael 
Dougherty delivers some 
superb action sequences, 
and draws decent enough 
turns from the sort of 
cast most ‘worthy’ films 
would sacrifice and 
awards nomination for 
to plaster over the plot 
cracks. Recommended.

‘The figures count against 
Brexit’ says GEM reader 


S ometimes i lose faith 

in my ability to do sums. 

It happened at the English 
county council elections and it’s 
happened again now with the the Euro 
elections. Both were hailed as evi¬ 
dence that the country is demanding 
Brexit. 

Theresa May insisted the results of 
the English county council elections 
showed voters wanted politicians to 
‘get on and deliver Brexit’. 

But this is where I get confused. 
The Conservatives, who had pushed 
hard to get a Brexit deal past the 
Commons, made a net loss of 1,269 
councillors and UKIP a net loss of 36. 

On the other side, the stop-Brexit 
Liberal Democrats made a net gain 
of 676 councillors and the ardent 
Remainer Greens a net gain of 185, 
making a net gain of 861 councillors 
for Remain parties. 

Now when I learned to count that 
would suggest a victory for Remain, 
not Brexit. 

Now it’s the Euro-election results 
that have got me flummoxed. The 
claim swept around that Brexit has 
won! Yet Brexit and UKIP together 
polled just under 35 per cent of the 
vote while the campaigning Remain 
parties of Lib Dems, Greens, SNP, 
Change UK and Plaid Cymru together 


polled over 40 per cent. 

Again, in the way I usually count, 
that’s a victory for Remain. One thing 
I don’t wonder about, though, is that 
the Referendum, which basically 
showed the country split down the 
middle with a tiny majority of less 
than 4 per cent for Leave can now - 
or ever could - be trumpeted as ‘the 
will of the people’ or the ‘democratic 
decision’ that inexorably binds poli¬ 
tics and Parliament. 

No government coming into office 
after a general election immediately 
declares its whole manifesto unchal¬ 
lengeable and inevitable. It achieves 
only as much as can be moderated 
through a Parliament where the 
Opposition is expected to play its 
democratic role. 

That is how a democracy works. 

Not by commandeering the view 
of one half of the country as a stick 
to beat the other half. In a liberal 
democracy like ours, the result of the 
Referendum - even won as it was 
through fraud and illegality - might 
still have some shreds of the ‘legal’ 
about it. But it has no political, social 
or ethical legitimacy - however you 
count the figures.

Clifftop views of 
Lavernock for Penarth 
and District Ramblers 


ANN from Penarth and 
District Ramblers led the third 
of the summer evening walks 
starting from Penarth clifftop 
car park and was joined by a 
group of 13 walkers. 

They set off along the Wales Coast 
Path towards Lavernock Point above 
the cliff, which contains rocks dating 
to the Jurassic and Triassic eras. 

Arriving at St Lawrence Church at 
Lavernock, they were reminded that 
on 13 May, 1897, Marconi, assisted by 
George Kemp, sent the first wireless 
signals in Morse code across the open 
water to Flat Holm and a plaque on 
the outer wall of the church records 
this feat. 

Heading inland at Fort Road, they 
deviated into Lavernock Nature 
Reserve, an SSSI which is cared for 
by the Wildlife Trust of South and 
West Wales. 

In the late 1860s, Lavernock Fort 
Battery was constructed with four 
cannons in order to protect the ports 
and shipyards at Cardiff and Bristol 
and the remains of that fort have long 
disappeared. 

Arriving at the derelict concrete 
structures on the clifftop, they learned 
it was a World War Two anti-aircraft 
gun site that also had a command post, 
magazine and workshop, and the site is 
classed as an ancient monument. 

Crossing fields and exiting onto St 
Mary’s Well Bay Road, they moved 
inland to Cosmeston Country Park, 


following Mile Road over the foot¬ 
bridge between the lakes before cir¬ 
cumnavigating the eastern lake and 
re-crossing Lavernock Road. 

Pounding pavements and following 
Cosmeston Drive uphill, they joined 
the old Taff Vale Railway spur line, 
built in 1865, which carried trains 
through from Penarth to Cosmeston, 
Lavernock and Sully before re-con¬ 
necting back to the main Barry 
Railway at Cadoxton and wended their 
way back to their start. 

On June 8, meet at 9am at Barry 
Dock Railway Station for an 8-mile 
moderate walk taking in the Lliw res¬

Ride on the Valkyrie 
at Barry Island?

ON Sunday, June 8 this 
year’s Barry Island Festival of 
Transport will be one of south 
Wales’ largest gatherings of 
classic cars and buses and it is 
expected to draw big crowds. 

The heritage bus group has big plans 
to restore a unique 81-year-old coach 
and is looking for £100,000 support. 
The event is free and will run all day 
from 10am to 5pm. 

Mike Taylor, chairman said: “We 
will offer free rides on around 20 
different heritage buses, some open top 
ones together with a free Park and Ride 
shuttle from the Barry Dock offices. 

“Also at this event we are announc¬ 
ing the launch of a call for donations to 
professionally restore a Red & White 
Albion Valkyrie Coach to its original 
Art Deco styling”. 

The festival will feature around 300 
classic and specialist performance 
cars, joined by a selection of visiting 
heritage buses and some lorries. Some 
of the oldest cars are well over 80 years 
old, while some sports models are 
relatively new. 

The heritage bus collection will be 
on show with free rides on shuttle 
services every 10 minutes by heritage 


buses. 

Mike Taylor continued: “Yes, our 
appeal is looking for £100,000. Our 
group can handle some large bus resto¬ 
ration projects and our aim is to restore 
a coach which was a design classic of 
the inter-war period. 

“We have all the original parts, but it 
needs a professional rebuild requiring 
skills in wood and metal coachbuild¬ 
ing. Such exercises are costly, and 
we want to make progress so that it’s 
substantially complete by John Watt’s 
Red & White 100th anniversary in 
2021 . 

“This Albion Valkyrie Coach 
represented one of 32 vehicles built 
during the Great Depression years. Our 
vehicle, number 390, was new in 1938. 

“Our group feel this is a special 
vehicle and deserves to be restored to 
the highest museum and operational 
standard.” 

The Festival of Transport is on 
Sunday, June 9 and free parking is 
available at the Barry Dock Offices 
car park and CTPG will operate a free 
shuttle bus to the event.

Police report rise in knife 
crime in south Wales 


FIGURES from South Wales 
Police show that knife crime 
incidents have gone up by 100 
per cent since 2013-14. 

From April 2018 to January 2019, 
there were 615 offences with a pre¬ 
dicted figure for the end of this finan¬ 
cial year of 738 offences. 

The force’s latest performance and 
demand report says knife crime has 
“significantly increased” in recent 
years. 

In the 12 months to March 2019, 
there were 17,209 domestic abuse 
crimes recorded, an increase of 10.4 
per cent compared to last year. The 
force deals with 1,430 domestic related 
crimes every month. 

Recorded sexual offences have 
increased by 8.4 per cent in the same 
period. 

There has been a 13 per cent 
increase in recorded rapes, a 0.7 per 
cent increase in other serious sexual 
offences and a 18.5 per cent increase 
in other sexual offences. 

As at December 2018, there were 12 
incidents of homicide in the area. 

Violent crimes have also seen a 
continuous increase in offences since 
2014 with the figure for 2018-19 being 
around 25,000. 

In 2018-19, the force responded 
to more than 30,000 mental health 
incidents, an average of 84 per day. 

The report said: “This is lower than 
the high levels recorded in previous 
years. However, this is likely to be due 
to improved recording of mental health 
occurrences rather than a decline in the 
number of offences reported.” 

Following a two-year period of 
decline, detentions under Section 136 
of the Mental Health Act are increas¬ 
ing, with 44.7 per cent more referrals 
in 2018-19 compared to 2016-17 and 
it is expected this will continue to 


increase. 

On average, about 4.5 hours of 
police time is spent dealing with each 
mental health-related incident, with 
roughly 60 per cent of the people 
already known to mental health ser¬ 
vices, and these people have had on 
average at least 15 incidents recorded 
in the last 12 months requiring police 
involvement. 

On average, in 2018-19, South 
Wales Police investigated and man¬ 
aged 28 missing person reports per 
day. 

This is a rise of four per day, 
compared to 2017-18 and a 16 per 
cent year on year increase in missing 
person investigations. A fifth of these 
reports are missing children (aged 17 
and under) - many are looked-after 
children who live in care homes or are 
in foster care. 

About a quarter of missing children 
are also said to be at risk of child 
sexual exploitation. 

In total, there were 10,288 reports 
of missing people in the 12 months to 
March 2018. 

The force received nearly 202,000 
emergency calls in 2018-19 with just 
over 437,000 non-emergency calls. 
The average wait time for emergency 
calls was under six seconds and for 
non-emergency calls, two minutes and 
43 seconds. 

The report said that non-emergency 
101 calls have risen consistently by 6 
per cent over the previous three years 
and there is increasingly a seasonal 
difference in the number of calls. 

The figures will be considered by 
the South Wales Police and Crime 
Panel at its next meeting on June 4.

Vale Cricket Club match round-up 


THIS week saw Vale Cricket Club first 
XI on the road again as they travelled 
to fierce rivals Sully, a team who have 
performed well for the last few seasons 
yet like Vale not managed promotion. 

Vale lost the toss and were put into bat by 
Sully captain Rhett Jones. Opening batsmen Alex 
Upham (74) and JJ Davies (138) signalled their 
intentions from the off. 

Young prospect Alex Upham dealt with the 
pace of seam bowler Gareth Thomas (1-87) with 
apparent ease as he guided the first ball of the 
game to third man for four runs. JJ also got in on 
the action with three boundaries in the next over 
from Bruce (0-41). 

Both Upham and JJ batted with class and a clear 
sense of authority as they bullied the Sully bowling 
attack, racing away to 50-0 in just five overs! 

The two openers played superbly off front 
and back foot on both sides of the wicket. Three 
overs into his spell the dangerous Gareth Thomas 
was taken out of the attack, having conceded an 
uncharacteristic 29 run. 

Upham and JJ continued to make the bowlers 
pay for any loose deliveries but as the pair settled, 
even decent bowling was sent flying along the 
floor for boundaries with the Sully outfield proving 
to be extremely fast. 

In the 20th over the Vale opening pair took the 
total past three figures and shook hands in the 
middle in recognition of the 100 run partnership. 

Upham scored his 50 in just 53 balls, an 
excellent display of dominant batting against what 
has always been tough opposition. Just after drinks 
JJ bought up his 50 in 64 balls. Both batsmen 
were applauded and urged to do more by their 
teammates. 

In the 26th over a mix up of calling led to 
Upham being run out for a very well made and 
chanceless 74, a tremendous innings by the 
17-year-old who has now scored 216 runs in his 
first five games, an average of 43.2 in first team 
cricket this season. 

The loss of Upham bought Dean Oram to the 
crease. He too looked secure in the middle but it 
was JJ who started to catch the eye as he began 
to turn his attention to Vale’s total. The selfless 
opener who now must have been seeing the ball as 
if it was the size of beach ball started to hit the ball 
harder and continued to add to the misery of the 
Sully bowlers. 

Oram (15) lasted 10 overs as he too started to 
push the Vale total onwards. Hodges, Snelson and 
Brendan all fell in fairly quick succession but in 
between this, JJ bought up his century in style with 
a tremendous six over mid-wicket. 

JJ eventually fell for 138 in the 44th over leav¬ 
ing Humphreys (22no) at Rowland to finish off the 
innings.
